HE MAGISTRATES and COUNCIL of the CITY of GLAS- 
GOW having taken into their confideration the prefent Bankrupt 
Law for Scotland, now about to expire, together with the minutés of 
the proceedings of the Committee of Royal Boroughs on that import- 
aot bufinefs, they do unanimoufly approve of the conduét of the faid 
Committeo, and do promife their ftrongeft fupport and affiftance in car- 
rying through both ‘Floufes of Parliament fuch an improved ftatute, as 
fhall correfpond with the withes of the mercantile intereft of Scotland, 
by comprehending the objects contained in the minutes of the faid Com- 
mittee: And for this purpofe the meeting came to the following refo- 
lotions : : 

I. That the thanks of this meeting is due to the Lord Provoft of E- 
dinburgh, and the other members of the Committee of Royal Borouzhs, 
for their attention to the intereft of the Public in moving the prefent 
bofinefs, and in colleéting the fenfe of the traders of Scotland with re- 
fpe& to the propofed improvements. 

II. That the thanks of this meeting be returned to Sir William For- 
bes, Baronet, for the great affiftance he afforded in digefting the epini- 
ons of mercantile men on this important fubjeét, as well as for his zeal 
and attention. in communicating the fame, for the purpofe of furnifhing 
materials for the propofed ftatute. 

Il. That this meeting do recommend, in the ftrongeft terms, the 
propriety of bringitig into Parliament as foon as poffible, under the au- 
fpices of the Royal Boroughs, an improved ftatute for regulating the af- 
fairs of infolvent debtors in Seotland, the objéét of which thall be to a- 
bolith all unjuft preferences; to procure a full and fair furrender of 
the bankrypt's eftate upon oath; to veft the management of the collec- 
tion and divifion with the creditors alone, aided by the rules which the 
ftatute hall prefcribe. And this meeting do alfo, in the ftrongeft man-

IV. That in order to-procure fo important a ftatute, this meeting do 
recommend the propriety of calling for the affiftance of the great trading 
towns in England, moft of which are deeply interefted in the proper 
adminiftration and management of bankrupt eftates in Scotland, 

V. That'this meeting do order.thefe their refolutions to be publifhed 
in the different news-papers in Scotland; and do authorife the Lord 
Provoft to requeft the affiftance of the principal cities and boroughs of 

England on this interéfting occafion, that the juft views of the mercan- 
tile intereft may not be defeated.

1, The att 1772 extended the ftatute of bankruptcy to all 
ranks in fociety, which has been found inconvenient. It is,. 
therefore, fuggefted, that the new law ought to extend only to 
merchants, traders, manufafurers, bankers, brokers, or per- 
fons acting as agents in the purchafe or fale of merchandife. 
All fuch being under diligence, or otherwife in the predica- 
ment defcribed in the prefent act, may be declared ,infolvent, 
and fequeftration may be awarded by the Court of Seflion or 
Lord Ordinary, provided, if one creditor fhall apply, he hall 
prove his debt to amount to 100]. If two creditors apply, 
their debts fhall amount to 1501. Or, “if three or more credi- 
tors thall apply for fequeftration, their debts. thall amount to 
2001, or upwards. Or if a debtor, finding himfelf in embar- 
raffled circumftances, and having the concarrence of one or 
more creditors, whofe debts fhall be’ pfoved to amount to the 
proportions already fpecified, fequelttitiog may be awarded at 
the inftance of the debtor and fuch concurring creditors,’ on a 
joint application, and not otherwifes 

2. nonpaneeton being awarded, all tranfattions whatfoever 
of the failiag perfon thall from that moment be confidered as 
void and null. And the creditors, who apply or concur. in 
obtaining the fequeftration, fhall be obliged inftantly to publith 
an advertifement, certifying the fame, in one or mure ncws- 
papers, as Shall be ordered by the Court, for the information of 
all concerned, who thall, in the fame advertifement, be invited 
to Meet (the place and time being fpecified ) within fifteen days, 
for the putpofe. of recommending a factor to the Court; and, 
failing rs recommendation, the Court fhall appoint a proper 


perfon, whofe firft duty it fhall be to proceed in the fteps ne- ° 


ceflary for procuring~a fair and full furtender of the eftate fe- 

ueftered. For this purpofe, the fator fo chofen thall imme- 
diately apply to the theriff-depute or fubftitute of the diftrict 
where the debtor refides, who fhall be required by Jaw to name 
one day-and hour in each of the four fucceeding weeks, to be 
fet apart for the public examinatien of the infolvent perfon. 
Aud fuch periodical meetings being fixed, the fame fhall be pu- 
blithed by the factor, in fuch news-papers as may be beft adap- 
ted for information, inviting the whole of the creditors to be 
prefent for the purpofe of hearing the infolvent.p.:fon exami- 
ned, and of putting fuch queftions, in prefence of the fheriff- 
depute or fubftitate, as.fhall be judged of importance for ren- 
dering the difcovery and furrender, more’ complete; and, in 
cafe the infolvent perfon‘thall fail or pegleét to make an appear- 
ance, the faétor fhall be boond to apply for-a warrant, and the 
theriff-depute or »fubfticute fhall be requived to compel fuch ap- 
pearance in a fummary manner. ; 

The infolvent perfon being convened before the fheriff, and 
in prefenge of the factor and fach creditors;as chufe tovattend, 
the judge fhall proceed in the examination ; and fuch informa- 
tion as fhall be communicated, with a lift of bouks, papers, 
and effe&ts, which fhall be delivered over to the factor, fhall 
be inferted in a book of federunt,; to be fubfcribed by the faid 
judge; and the infolvent perfon- fhall take and fub{cribe the fol- 
lowing oath: ’ 

«<1 A. B. do folemnly fwear, that the ftate of my affairs fub- 
fcribed by me, and now delivered up to. my creditors, contains 
a full and true account of all my debts of whatever nature, 
owing to or by me, and of all effects, real and perfonal, be- 
longing to me, (neceffary wearing apparel only excepted) as 
well as of all claims which I am entitled to make on any per- 
fon or perfons whatfoever, to the belt of my knowledge and 
belief, And further I fwear, That I thall inftantly reveal all 
and every tranfaction in which miy creditors are or may be in- 
terefted, either direétly or indiréétly, which may come to my 
knowledge at any time hereafter.—So help me God.” 

Declaring that all debtors, who fhall either be convicted of 
taking the above oath falfely, or of making any tranfaétion in 
bufinefs after fequeftration is awarded, fhall be held as guilty 
of fraud and perjury, and punifhed accordingly, and for ever 
after reslgseincapaiie of holding any office of public truft or 
emolumént. Declaring further, that the debtor who fhall fail 
to exhibit a full and fair ftate of affairs, or whovhall refufe to 
make oath, in terms above {pecified, or who fhall not make a 
complete furrender on one or other of the four days appoint- 
ed for that.purpofé, fhall alfo be confidered as fraudulent, and 

unifhed occordingly, and rendered evér after incapable of be- 
ing reftored to fociety, or of holding any place-of public truft 
or emolument.

In all mercantile bankruptcies, where debtors and creditors are una= 
voidably xumerous, no fyftem can be devifed fo equitable as fequeftration, 
or fo well calculated to give facility in every fubfequent ftage of the bu- 
finefs. It is fomewhat remarkable, that, in the whole maf of informa= 
tion collected by the Committee of Royal Boroughs from the mercan- 
tile intereft in every part of the country, not even the thadow of a 
o_o in fentiment has occurred refpeéting this point in p 
and the other great outlines of the propofed Matute wgved. The 
mode ef abolithing undue preferences by means of fequeftratiqn; is te~ 
nacioufly adhered to, as the great leading principle from has a- 
rifen the greatest benefit to commerce, and:by/which means calamities

nited kingdom, have been prevented. Were thé mercantile intereft ta - 
be deprived of this equitable regulation, and were pari paffu pisferens 
ces, by means of arreftments, agreeable to. the aét of 1754s 
to be fubftituted in its place, the corfequences -wonld be .

But this is not’all the in- 
convenience which arifes from this, unfriendly fyftem, < ‘Creditors in 
England, Ireland, America, afd the continent of Europe, a of 
our laws, would hazard thé lofs of a pro rata dividend! igners 
extend their credits to traders, -in the confidence that the fame liberal 
views, the fame equitable fyftem, prevails in Scotland which they ex= 
perience in England and other parts of Europe. “To fabjeét fach 
to the hazard of lofs or inconvenience, would be an ill fettrn for. that 
confidence which has been fo liberally beftowed, ‘Ih fine, this fyftem, 
inftead of affording relief (as has been fuggefted,) to initiority credi« 
tors, will expofe’ them to a fource of difficulty, diftrefs, and calamity. 
By this meens too, that fyftem, fo neceflary for difcovéring a bank- 
rupt’s eftate, would be torn down. Thofe arrangements, fo proper 
for putting his affairs in a train of recovery, and thofe regulations cals 
culated to produce a fpeedy divifien, and finally a coriclafion of the 
whole: progrefs by auétion, would by this means be totdlly defeated.

greater degree of accuracy, might have been prevented. This pto-
